tive committee appointed by the bi- 
metallic conference called to meet in 
Washing-ton,February 32,1896, has been 
issued, declaring the issue upon which 
"the new party," styled "The Ameri- 
can Bimetallic Party," will organize. 
The signers to the call are A. J. War- 
ner, president of the American Bi- 
metallic league, chairman; John P. 
Jones, of Nevada; William M. Stew- 
art, of Nevada; J L. McLaurin, of 
South Carolina; Anson Wolcott, of In- 
diana; George C. Memck, of Colorado; 
Henry Jones, of Georgia; J. C. Green, 
California; Joseph Sheldon, of Con- 
necticut; C. J. Hilyer, of the district 
of Columbia; Byron E Shea, of Colo- 
rado, and Mortimer Wlutehead, of New 
jtrsey. 


Tta "paper" issued by these signers 


starts i^t by asserting that the money 
question 's indisputably the dominant 
issue in the United States. The issue, 
it is declared, J between the gold 
standard, gold bonds and bank cur- 
rency on the one side, and the bimetal- 
lic standard, no bonds and govern- 
ment currency on the other. The 
"statement" in its entirety is an elab- 
orately-specified opposition to the sin- 
gle gold standard and a demand for 
an immediate return "to the constitu- 
tional standard of gold and silver, by 
the restoration by this government, 
independent of any foreipn power, of 
the unrestricted coinage of both gold 
and silver into standard government 
money at the ratio of 10 to 1, and upon 
terms of exact equality; the silver coin 
to be a full legal tender, equally with 
gold for all debts and dues, public and 
private." 


Then- views as generalized embody 


In carefully condensed shape the vari- 
ous expressions of ultra free silver men 
in both houses of congress during the 
sessions of recent years and are un- 
alterably opposed to the issue by the 
United 
States 
of 
interest-bearing 


bonds in time of peace, and demand 
the payment of all coin obligations of 
the United States, as provided by ex- 
isting laws, in either gold or silver 
coin, at the option of the government 
and not at the option of the creditor. 


With the above as their substantial 


text, the signers address an appeal 
"from the dictation of the money 
power to the intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the American people." 


The address advocates and strong-ly 


urges unity in the cause of restoring- 
the bimetallic standard. "This will," 
the signers of the address aver, "never 
be won unless those who believe in it 
come together and elect a president on 
this one issue." 


Both of the leading parties of the 


country, the democratic party and the 
republican party, it is insisted, are 
controlled by the "money power " 


"And," proceeds the call of the bi- 


metalhsts, "therefore, no course seems 
possible but to subordinate for the 
time being other questions and come 
together in a new organization to fight 
the great battle of 1896 on the one 
great issue on which'the prosperity 
aud happiness of the people so largely 
depend " 
The inauguration of a movement for 


relief from the conditions the call de- 
scribes, the signers to it declare, must 
spring from the people. They con- 
tinue: 


"Politicians never institute great re- 


forms, and it were idle to wait for 
them. This cause, is the cause of the 
people, and it is believed that it more 
profoundly concerns the welfare of the 
great body of people than any ques- 
tion since the civil war, if not indeed, 
since our independence was signed, for 
on its ultimate outcome the question 
of a sufficiency or a scarcity or money 
is a question of freedom or serfdom 
for the mass of the people." 


The call urges immediate organiza- 


tion throughout the country in sup- 
port of the movement it advocates and 
declares that if the conference had au- 
thority from the people to name a can- 
didate for president it would nUme 
Joseph B. Sibley, of Pennsylvania.

impossible to speak at all of the Fifty 
third congress, which drew its last gasp 
at noon to-day. 
About the beat that 


can be said of the defunct congress ie 
that it did not do all the harm it migh; 


lave done, and the Democratic majority 
should receive; no credit for that, as 
heir intention! were to do all the harm 
possible and it was only by the alertness 
of the Republicans that they were pre- 
vented from carrying them all out. 


About the only mourners in, the con- 


gressional house of death are the ex- 
members who know that their public 
careers are ended for good and all, and 
;he Oapitol employes who only receive 
pay while congress ie in session. 


Ex-Speaker Reed uttered a few words 


while the house was discussing under a 
suspension of the rules a bill appropri- 
ating $17,500 to reimburse Washington 
and Lee University, of Virginia, for in- 
uries sustained during the war, which 
were as sound in principle as the founda- 
;ion of common law. 
After protesting 


against the bill being considered on 
sentimental grounds instead 
of the 


grounds of reason and wisdom, Mr. 
Seed said: 
"Whoever provokes war 


must take the consequences, even of 
awlessness, which destroys institutions 
of learning. 
No nation can afford to 


adopt the doctrine that all injuries to 
such institutions shall be paid after the 
war is over." 


Ex-Senator Manderson—the "ex" was 


attached at noon to-day—tried to accom- 
plish what would have been a real re- 
Form just before completing his senato- 
rial career. He failed, but that should 
not prevent his receiving due credit for 
laving made the attempt. Manderson 
offered an amendment to the general 
deficiency appropriation bill, providing 
that the wives and daughters of senators 
and representatives should not be borne 
on the rolls ae clerks; but the senate 
promptly laid it on the table, and the

There has been 
enough of falsehood and misrepresenta 
tion about this in official documents and 
in the newspapers to require, for the 
vindication of the honor of the country 
that this investigation shall be made 
Mr. Morgan was one of the Bering sea 
arbitrators, and knows this subject 
thoroughly.

A NEW GIANT KILLER 


The Lottery Law Paused by the 


Late Conffress, 


SOPPLEMEHTING THE ORIGIML ICT, 


Expected to Greatly Cripple, if 
Not 


Stamp Out the Lottery Traffic in 


this Country—How the Former 


Law was Evaded. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Assistant 


Attorney-General Thomas for the post 
office department, yesterday gave out 
the following statement regarding the 
new lottery law just passed, which 
prevents express companies from car- 
rying lottery matter: 


By virtue of this act it is made pun- 


ishable by imprisonment* for a term of 
not more than two years or a fine of 
not more than $1,000, or both, to cause 
to be brought to thin country from 
abroad, or cause to be carried from one 
state to another in the United States, 
any paper, certificate, ticket or adver- 
tisement concerning a lottery. This, 
of course, will effectually prevent the 
conveyance of such matter between 
states or bringing it into the country 
from other nations by express com- 
panies or common carriers between the 
Etatea. 


But the most important provisions 


of the bill, in the opinion of the postal 
authorities, is the last section thereof, 
which reads as follows: 


"That the powers conferred upon 


the postmaster general by the statute 
of 1890, chapter 908, section 2, are 
hereby extended and made applicable 
to all letters or other matter sent by 
mail." 


The second section of the act of Sep- 


tember 19, 1890, here referred to, pro- 
vides that the postmaster general may, 
upon evidence satisfactory to him that 
anyone is conducting a lottery or sim- 
ilar enterprise or a scheme to defraud 
through the mails, forbid the pay- 
ment of money orders or the delivery 
of registered letters to him. Here the 
authority given ended, and under the 
act as it heretofore stood the depart- 
ment could not and did not interfere 
•with ordinary matter under seal, 
though directed to a person known to 
be conducting a lottery or fraud. Hence 
the parties who have heretofore been 
forbidden the money order and regis- 
try system of the post office depart- 
ment have corresponded with their 
patrons or with their would-be pa- 
trons, under seal through the mails, 
inclosing all their literature and giv- 
ing instruction to procure express 
money orders instead of postal money 
orders and send them in sealed letters 
by mail, all of which matter thus un- 
der seal, the department was com- 
pelled to deliver to 
the address, 


though they were known to be vio- 
lating the law. 


In this way the department has been 


transporting lottery and fraudulent 
matter and express money orders for 
investment in them, and yet has been 
deprived of the revenues it would have 
derived from the postal money orders 
that it would otherwise have issued. 


The section above quoted from the 


act of March 2, 1895, clothes the post- 
master general with power to meet 
and eradicate this evil. It authorizes 
him to refuse to deliver to a party, 
who he finds upon evidence satisfactory 
to him is conducting a lottery or fraud 
through the mails, any letter or other 
mail matter whether registered or not, 
and to have it returned to the %ender, 
where known or to the dead letter of- 
fice if unknown, marked "fraudulent." 


It is confidently predicted that this 


new power conferred upon the post- 
master general will greatly tend to 
buppress the lottery traffic in our coun- 
try, which up to this time has been 
scotched, but not killed.

Mew York Express. He was libra- 
rian of the war department and in 
1850 became private secretary to Dan- 
iel Webster. Later on he held several 
governmental positions, and in 1806 
became secretary of the Japanese le- 
gation, holding the office until 1832, 
since which time he has been engaged 
in writing and painting. Mr. Lanman 
was the author of about twenty-five 
publislid works, and some of his land 
•cape paintings have attracted atten- 
tion.

THE HAYWARD TRIAL 


Powerful and Dramatic Speech of 


Attorney 
Nye, 


THE CHIEF COOSSEL FOR TEE STATE. 


Tb* EBotui of Mr. Erwin During the 


Trial to Prove the Innocence of th« 


Defendant Treated Very Lightly 


—The Prisoner's Bearing. 


MIHXEAPIUS, Minn., March •.—Ar- 


guments wire begun in the Hay ward 
cue. Juror Dyer, who is ill, being car- 
ried in by his fellow-jurors on a cot 
Attorney Nye, for the state, made a 
powerful and dramatic address to the 
jury. 


After rev ie wing the scenes with Blixt 


during his examination after his ar- 
rest, Mr. Nye continued: 


"Let them make 'all they can ont of 


the bloody buggy, the way the body 
lay and such things," cried the speaker 
with a dramatic sweep of his right 
arm, "it will avail nothing how the 
body struck—the girl was killed and 
the murderer has confessed. It has been 
proven conclusively by three of the 
tost surgeons in- the city that the frac- 
tures in Mi is Ging's skull might have 
been caused by the fall or by the bul- 
let wound alone. We could have got 
twenty more to swear to the same 
fact* had tie desired." 


There wiui nothing in the case from 


beginning to end, Mr. Nye held, that 
was not absolutely consistent with the 
statement of Blizt. The statement 
this man made was corroborated by 
Krhart, who lived only two blocks 
from the scane of the murder. He had 
only left the street car half a block 
away when he found the body, fie 
met the horse on the run. This was 
natural, for the horse was scared by 
the falling body. If there had been 
• third man, the chances were a hun- 
dred to on<3 that Erhart would have 
seen him before the fellow was able to 
make his escape. 
Erwin had tried 


very hard to draw from Erhart some 
clew to a third party—to drive some 
criminal out of the brush out thereon 
the Excel; ior road. 
In this and a 


hundred other ways had an effort been 
made to throw discredit on the evi- 
dence of 13) ixt The tracks in the road 
of which the defense had made so 
much, Mr Nye treated very lightly. 
Theyrepre'*nted to him nothing more 
than the 'continuation of the foot- 
prints up a ad down that road. 


At the afternoon session Mr. Nye 


again took up the matter of Hay- 
ward's loaoa to Miss Ging and com- 
mented sharply on the sincerity of the 
alleged lover whose first regret, when 
his inamorata was murdered, was that 
"all my money has gone to hell." He 
described a jam with horrible empha- 
sis and dramatic gesture that scene in 
the Onedia block office between the 
two brothers. The attorney drew up 
a'dozen cii cumstances to prove that 
Adry Hay w ard had at first attempted 
to shield his brother. 
He doubted 


whether at y other young man, under 
the same circumstances, would have 
been more honorable or more fair. 


Nye did not know to what length he 


might cement Adry's insanity, but he 
would let i s go. The court had ruled 
it out. W hat was the good of drag- 
ging the family down by trying to 
show that Adry was a highwayman? 
Either one of two things was true. 
Either Harry lied fully and completely 
about it, 01 else Harry was cognizant 
of it all and had arranged it; else why 
should Adry lay the watch where 
Harry could see it? Adry was not a 
saint. He might harbor evil thoughts 
toward his brother, but he had not 
trod the raths of crime that Harry 
had. 
Erwm's point regarding the 


weight of bullets and cartridges was 
characterized "another piece of thin 
air." 


As to Harry Hay ward's testimony, 


the speaker had thought before Harry 
got througi that he had but intensi- 
fied the truth of the state's theory. 
He did not think Miss Wachter's evi- 
dence had enough of truth to call for 
attention. They would rather trust 
his life to C'laus Blixt than a thousand 
Miss Wachiers. Neither did they care 
to impeach the evidence of Bluet's at- 
torney. Grandall was characterized 
as a convict, an inmate of a workhouse 
and a prof* ssional witness. 


"Oh," said he, "could some word of 


•warning have come to that woman 
that night. The last time she turned 
to look for Harry the cruel bullet of 
the drunken Blixt crashes through her 
brain. Wbere was he? In the thea- 
ter with a pore and noble frirl, the 
daughter of one of our first citizens, 
that a thousand eyes might prove his 
alibi." 


As Nye sooke the defendant sat out- 


wardly calm and defiant, but his che&t 
was heavijg rapidly as court ad- 
journed.

THE BOOT ON THE OTHER LEG. 


Vewipaper PablUbfr* and Mot Their 


gob«crlb«r» M»y be Arreated forFrarad. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—The assist- 


ant attorney-general for the post office 
department has made an important 
ruling in regard to what are known as 
"newspaper laws." 


These so-called laws provide that 


subscribers to newspapers are liable 
for the price thereof unless they give 
express notice to discontinue, or when 
they give notice to discontinue with- 
out paying arrearages, or refuse to 
take papers from the office, and that 
^Che publisher of a newspaper can have 
anyone arrested for fraud who takes 
a paper and refuses to pay for it, and 
that it is a dangerous trick to allow a 
subscription account to run on for six 
months or a year and a half and then 
tell the postmaster to mark it "re- 
fused" or send the editor a notice to 
discontinue the paper. 


The department has time and again 


informed parties making inquires and 
the public generally that there are no 
such laws. 
The ruling now made, 


however, goes beyond this. It was to 
the effect that a publisher who makes 
a demand for payment of the subscrip- 
tion price of his paper through the 
mails, accompanied by a threat of en- 
forcing such pretended laws in case 
the demand is not complied with, may 
he prosecuted for attempting to obtain 
money under false pretenses, provided 
he knows that such so-called laws have 
no existence as laws or decisions of the 
courts.
